the defendants were men who had tuonev 
invested and thought they were justified 
in trying to m ake money, and they were 
in sam e measure excusable. 
Before the week had passed they knew 
th a t they were wrong. These men, in the 
presence of their counsel, by a unanim ous 
rising vote, had agreed to obey the law 
hereafter. 
"Now, your H onor,” said their 
attorney, “having seen the error of their 
way, they ask forgiveness, and as their 
representative I ask the Court to meet 
them half way by postponing the cases 
now pending against them, not to be re­ 
vived so long as they obey the law." 
“I adopt the suggestion,” said the Court, 
“and add that if there is no further viola­ 
tion there will be no further prosecution.” 


C u ttin g th e T h roats o f P riso n ers in th e 
O p p osin g A n u ie s. 
N ew Y o r k , A u gu st 6th.—Hippolyte was 
on the 26:h of July defeated in his attack 
on Port-au-Prince, when he beat a - hasty 
retreat, carrying away with him eighteen 
of the garrison captured during the first of 
the attack. Of these unfortunate eighteen 
men, some were shot on reaching Hippo- 
lyte's camp and others had their throats 
cut in sigh t of the w h ole body of troops. 
A ll were executed for the am usem ent of 
the troops. 
Spies reported this act of Hippolyte to 
Legitime, and the latter im m ediately or­ 
dered ali the prisoners on hand to be taken 
to the market-place. There were eight of 
them in all, and, tied arm to arm , they 
were led, strongly guarded, to the open 
m arket. There an im m ense crowd Lad 
collected, which was at fever heat of ex­ 
citement. 
One by one the m en were gagged in 
plain view of everybody, and then, with 
the utm ost deliberation, their throats were 
cut like so m any beasts, the crowds yelling 
vociferously as each tuan fell quivering to 
the ground. 
In the very m iddle of the 
killing one m an managed to ungag him ­ 
self and filled the air w ith the most pierc­ 
ing cries of fright. 
This pleased the crowd so much that the 
gags of all the rem aining prisoners were 
taken oat, and the cries of agony of the 
wretched men fairly rent the air. 
When 
the butchery was completed a great yell 
went up from the crowd for Legitime, and 
it was evident that the southern leader had 
gained a point in the confidence ot his fol­ 
lowers. 
The Captain of an Atlas line steamer 
and the American Consul witnessed the 
above scene and can authenticate it. The 
Amcricaus here are not alarm ed. Legitime’s 
men are too badly scared to molest any 
one. 
H ippolyte expresses great friendship for 
the Americans, and it is not thought any 
harm will be done by his men should he 
enter the city.

Nearly 
fifty shots were fired, and a dozen partici­ 
pants in the row were doubtless fatally 
wounded. The floor, walls and furniture 
of the house were bespattered with blood. 
At least five of the wonnded will die before 
night, and many others were almost as 
badly bnrt. 
Razors and knives and pistols 
were promiscuously scattered about the 
floor. The proprietor, H arris Johnson, a 
musician, John Robinson, a sixteen-year- 
old boy, and the W illiam s woman were 
found to be probably fatally wounded.

The Mayor employed 100 m en to-day to 
clean the streets of debris. 
Street ^ats are 
running on several lines. 
The electric 
light company, by herculean work, had 
lights going last night. 
Eight out of the nine banks opened their 
vaults to-day and, with the exception of a 
slight scorching of books and papers in 
two cases, everything was in good condi­ 
tion. They are all opened for business, 
but in confined quarters. 
Many sufferers by the fire have signified 
their intention of rebuilding immediately. 
At least ten large brick buildings, under 
i construction before the fire, will be rushed 
to completion as fast as possible. 
The burnt district is dotted all over with 
enterprising m erchants doing business in 
tents, alm ost every branch being repre­ 
sented. 
The fire being confined to the business 
portion, it has not rendered homeless so 
many as it would otherwise have caught. 
Clerks and mechanics were the principal 
sufferers, being rendered shelterless. 
All 
who need assistance will be taken care of 
by the Relief Committee and housed and 
fed. 
Our sister cities have come nobly to our 
rescue with money and provisions. 
The

CONCERNING THE STATE FAIR. 


The near approach of the State Fair 
season suggests the thought that every 
citizen can do something towards the suc­ 
cess oí 
the State's annual exposition. 
The Fair is a State institution, and where- 
ever it might be located there would be, 
and should be, a lively local interest in 
its promotion. This is expected, and so 
much so that if there is a lack of local in­ 
terest it is cause, and justly so, for re­ 
proach. The Fair is, to a certain extent, 
repetitive; that is, its general features 
are from year to year much tiie same, and 
this is to be expected. There cannot be 
constant novelty in such expositions of 
industry and production. Rut there is 
newness of the profoundest interest in the 
comparison of the Fairs and in the ob­ 
servation of the advances of the State, as 
exemplified by the exhibits of production, 
invention and discovery. There is also 
positive interest taken in observing the 
spirit of the commercial class toward the 
Fair. Our rival cities look sharply for 
the demonstrations made by the business 
men of Sacramento at these expositions, 
and by the concern of the Sacramento 
merchant in them largely judges whether 
lie is stimulated by the spirit of the age 
or is content to move in old-time grooves. 
We are assured by judgments that have 
weight, that the manifestations of interest 
in the State Fairs by the merchant class 
enters in no small degree into the esti­ 
mate whether the city is actuated by a 
progressive spirit, and is alive to the 
necessity of making the State’s annual ex­ 
hibitions matters of pride and local con­ 
cern. 
We have lately been made aware 
that there is a great deal more of scrutiny 
and criticism of this order than is gener­ 
ally supposed ; and that it is not so much 
the question of the number who exhibit 
or concern themselves in the success and 
the attractions of the Fair, as it is in the 
manner of the manifestation, the charac­ 
ter of the displays that are made. The 
commercial exhibitor had better not at­ 
tempt a display than to make one that 
will not command respect, inspire ad­ 
miration, and excite even the commenda­ 
tion of his rival in other cities. 
The agricultural, 
horticultural, 
the 
viticultural and the stock-growing interests 
must always remain the overshadowing 
objects of attention in the State Fairs. To­ 
wards the enlargement and betterment of 
the exhibitions in these classes, every citi­ 
zen locally relate,! to the Fair can contrib­ 
ute, and should feel it his privilege to do 
so, by communicating with the people of 
the State generally upon the subject, for 
interest in such matters is resjwnsive to in­ 
terest shown. 
The capital city is the local­ 
ity fitly chosen by the Slate for her annual 
expositions, and manifestations of concern 
on our part that such ex|>ositions shall he 
made valuable to the State are always re­ 
ceived with satisfaction by the people— 
only the few, and these the shortsighted 
and unrepresentative, construe such mani­ 
festations to he meanly selfish. The mass 
of the people, we rej>eat, are gratified when 
the citizens of the capital city are notablv 
active in promoting the concerns of the 
State Agricultural Society, and are corres­ 
pondingly displeased and repulsed when 
our people are inactive and manifest but 
indifferent concern in the matter. 
The 
more the people of this city do, therefore, 
,-tirring up interest in the Fair abroad, 
the better pleased will be the people of 
the State. 
All Fairs now have some element of 
amusement in tkeir programmes of daily 
exercises. The public taste demands it, 
and properly «I. The people leave their 
hemes and come to the State Fair not onlv 
to exchange views upon questions of State 
growth and soil production, and to witness 
contests of speed and endurance, and ob­ 
serve the advance made in production and 
in stock-breeding, but they wish to make 
their visit a holiday occasion. 
They mav 
reasonably expect, therefore, to have some 
apjieal made to the fancy and the imagina­ 
tion. and gome address to their love of the 
beautiful, their sense of humor and the 
taste for harmony. 
There should, there­ 
fore, be made a strong endeavor to add 
amusement features to the Fairs. 
Everv 
year 
there 
should 
he deci led 
ad­ 
vancement 
and 
improvemant in this 
direction. 
Indeed, there has been pro­ 
gression of that order steadily for the past 
three years, hut it lias not engaged the at­ 
tention of the local community so much 
as it should have done. There is one other 
duty devolving upon any citizen of a town 
where a State institution is located, to 
which the people of all the State are in­ 
vited, and that is provision for their en- 
tertaiument at reasonable cost. 
A great 
deal of unjust reproach has been visited 
upon this city concerning charges on occa­ 
sions of great uathirings, nrecistly as we 
know that there has been injustice visited 


upon other localities undet similar circum- j 
stances. 
Yet there is always some truth 
in these complaints, mingled with vastly 
more of misrepresentation. It would be a 
wise and popular movement if there could 
be put on foot a system of registration, by 
which all possible extortion could be 
traced—for, like other ills, it cannot thrive 
in the light of publicity. It would do 
more to advertise the State Fair legiti­ 
mately and effectively than any otiier en­ 
ergized proceeding, were it possible at this 
date to organize a system for assuring vis­ 
itors that they would have no difficulty in 
securing hospitable'entertainment at fair 
cost. It is perfectly true that the self­ 
possessed and clear-headed ■ftsitors never 
have 
difficulty 
in 
such 
matters, for 
the city is equal to the entertainment of a 
vastly larger body of people than have 
ever yet visited i t ; but the high success 
that met the system adopted by the teach­ 
ers of San Francisco and the State in the 
entertainment of visitors from the East a 
year ago, and in providing them with 
shelter, suggests that Sacramento cando 
herself infinite credit, the people of the 
State great service, and much promote the 
attendance at the State Fairs by a system­ 
atized method of providing all applicants 
with temporary homes, and for detecting 
and exposing any possible imposition. 
Such action would certainly remove the 
very remotest cause for complaint, and 
tend to increase the attendance at these 
annual expositions.

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THE GRAKD JURY. 


XT INSISTS ON PROSECUTING THE AL­ 
LEGED DELINQUENTS, 


Despite District Attorney B runer's Ad­ 
vice as to the In stab ility of 
Some of Its Demands. 


The comm ittee representing the Grand 
Jury appeared before the Board of Super­ 
visors again yesterday to renew the de­ 
m and for special counsel to prosecute the 
cases in w hich the Grand Jury alleges 
certain parties have been illegally paid 
various sum s of money for extra services, 
etc. 
Mr. Boyne, of the committee, stated to 
the Board that if allowed an attorney the 
G rand Jury wanted him to do all the work 
or none. 
D istrict Attorney B runer was present, 
and replied that, unless the Board took 
the m atter out of his hands entirely, he 
would not consent to any such procedure. 
A t the last session of the Grand Jury he 
reported to that body certain cases in which 
recovery could be had, and others in which 
suits could not be m aintained. H e wanted 
the jury to have each case considered 
separately on its own merits, but they 
would not consent thereto. The ju ry then 
dem anded that he bring suits against all 
the parties alleged to be indebted to the 
county, which he declined to do. As the 
law officer of the county, he was sworn 
not to bring useless or unjust Buits on the 
part of the people; and, aside from that, 
ke knew, as a lawyer, that some of the 
prosecutions urged by the Grand Jury 
were not right nor legal. 
Yesterday he 
had proposed to the Grand Jury that if the 
Supervisors should see fit to employ coun­ 
sel to prosecute that class of suits they 
m ight do so, but it would be against his 
advice and w ithout his assistance. As to 
the other cases—those in which he be­ 
lieved the county could recover judgm ent 
—he was am ply able to attend to them 
himself, and required no aid from special 
counsel. Of the suits recommended by the 
Grand Jury there were three in which he 
was absolutely certain no action could be 
m aintained. 
Mr. Baker, of the committee, said that 
Mr. Bruner was absent most of the time 
the Grand Jury was in session, and could 
not be consulted. 
This the District Attorney denied, and 
m entioned the different occJsionson which 
he attended and consulted with the Grand 
Jury. 
Mr. Baker said the jury wanted these 
cases taken up, to see w hat could be done 
w ith them . Some of those indebted to the 
county have promised to pay, but haven't 
as yet done so. The Grand Jury wanted 
an attorney to take hold now and push 
these cases. There had been some feeling 
between the District A ttorney and the 
Grand Jury, and the result was" that noth­ 
ing had been done. If a m an was behind 
he didn't w ant to press him , but was will­ 
ing to give him tim e in which to pay up. 
Mr. Bruner—“Do you know that to bring 
suit against a roan would entail upon him , 
if he lost, the costs thereof and a penalty 
of 20 per ce n t'.’’’ 
Mr. Baber—“I do not.’’ 
Mr. Bruner—“ T hat is w hy these men 
have been given time in which to settle.” 
Mr. Boyne adm itted, in response to an 
inquiry lrom Mr. Bruner, that the Grand 
J ury had instructed its Secretary to notify 
the District A ttorney that all those alleged 
to owe money should be treated alike. 
Mr. Bruner said he asked the jury ii they 
proposed to extend the tim e for payment 
to one person and refuse it to another. The 
jury discussed the m atter, and the next day 
he heard that they had instructed their 
Secretary to notify him to give tim e in 
cases where the parties expressed a w illing­ 
ness to pay. T hat was only about a m onth 
ago. 
If the Grand Jury think they have 
waited long enough, he could bring the 
suits before to-morrow night. But with 
the instructions of that body to bring the 
suits recommended, he could not con­ 
scientiously comply. 
As a lawyer, he 
knew there were no grounds of com plaint 
against some of them . The Grand Jury 
were right in extending the tim e as to those 
who ate willing to pay. There was no in­ 
tentional infraction of the law in any case. 
These men believed they were entitled to 
the money allowed them, and if not able to 
return it 8t once, they should be given a 
reasonable time in which to do it. H e had 
reported against the demands made upon 
A. J. Johnston & Co., II. 8. Crocker A Co. 
and Coroner Clark, because there was no 
possible ground of complaint, and suits 
could not be m aintained against those par­ 
ties. 
As to the other cases, if the Grand 
Ju ry thiDk they have waited long enough, 
let them fix the date on which they want 
suits commenced, and it shall be done. 
Mr. Baker—“ All we ask is that the Dis 
trict Attorney sitall go on and collect all he 
can. 
W hen he finds he can get no more, 
then suits can be commenced.’” 
Supervisor Bates—“ If I were the Grand 
Jury, I would instruct the District Attorney 
to commence the suits in five days in all 
cases where the money can be collected. 
W hen 1 'got into’ the couuty they didn’t 
give me any time at all, but pushed the suit 
against me. 
And, after I bad defeated 
them in two actions, I pa’d the $500, rather 
than pay out more than that to stand an 
appeal to the Suprem e Court and a possi­ 
ble decision against the constitutionality of 
the law tinder which the salary was paid 
m e.” 
Mr. B runer—“If the Grand Jury will fix 
the time, I will give notice to these parties 
to-day on w hat date the money m ust be 
paid in.” 
Supervisor Tebbets (addressing the com­ 
m ittee)—“Afier bearing the statem ent of 
the District A ttorney, do you still insist 
upon the emplovment of special coun­ 
sel ?” 
Mr. Boyne—“T hat's our instruction from 
the Grand Ju ry .” 
Supervisor Greer thought the m atter was 
now better understood. On the day before 
it had been m ade to appear that the Dis­ 
trict Attorney had not been diligent in the 
m atters recommended by the Grand Jury 
But to cay Mr. Bruner—in the presence of 
a com m ittee of that body and the Super 
visors—declares that he is ready to com 
m enee the suits whenever instructed by 
the Grand Jury to do so. If anybody has 
illegally received any public money, let 
him be made to return it. It would not 
be right to employ special counsel over the 
head of the District Attorney, who is the 
legal adviser of the Board of Supervisors 
and does not recom mend the employment 
of such special counsel in this m atter. Mr 
Ifruner says he is ready to collect in cer­ 
tain cases, and that is enough. 
Mr. B runer—“In June last I placed in 
the handi of the Grand Jury copies of.no- 
tices to be sent out to the parties said to be 
owing money to the county. Then the 
Jurv decided to give these men tim e in 
w hich to pay tip w ithout suit, and I coun 
term anded the sending out of the no' 
tices.” 
Mr. Boyne did not think the records of 
the G rand Jury would bear out his col 
league, Mr. Baker, and the District A ttor­ 
ney, and he had to differ with them . 
Mr, 
Baker was a kind-hearted m an, and evi- 
deotly desired to be easy with the delin­ 
quents. but the Grand Jury had desired 
tbe District Attorney to push these collec­ 
tions. 
Mr. Bruner said it would be asim ple 
m atter for tbe Graud Ju ry to say w hether 
o r not tbey had given all the tim e they de­ 
sired to give. A fterall that had been said, 
he did not even now understand their 
wishes in the premises. 
Supervisor Greer—" H as this committee 
full authority 
to represent the Grand 
Ju ry ? ” 
Mr. Boyne—“ Only in this m atter.” 
Supervisor Greer—" Then you must have 
power to instruct the District A ttorney to 
go ahead. Is the jurv now in session?” 
Mr. Boyne—" It is.” 
Supervisor Greer—“ Then, why not go 
and lay this m atter before theni, and let 
them determ ine w hat they want to do?” 
Tbe committee thought it a good idea’ 
and withdrew. 
It was by this tim e high noon, and the 
Board to o t a recess till 2 o’clock. On re- 
asembling. the Grand Jury Committee 
again presented itself, and were asked by 
C hairm an Tebbets to w bat conclusions 
their body had come. 
Spokesman Boyne said the Grand Jury 
bad decided that 
if District Attorney 
B runer would make a formal demand, by 
the 12th of the present m outh, for all of the 
sum s claimed by tbe Jury to be due the 
county, ihe dem and for special counsel 
would de withdrawn. 
If he refused to do 
so, the Jury would hold fast to tbe propo­ 
sition already made. They were backed 
by Judge Armstrong, he said, in all they 
had done, and claimed that there was 
$2,100 due the county that should he col­ 
lected. 
The District Attorney repeated what he 
had saiil in the forenoon—that there was at 
least three of the claims returned by the 
Grand Jury that could not possibly be cA 
Jpcted, because ibete was do law under 


w hich actions could be m aintained. He 
was willing to make formal dem ands for 
the money, if the Grand Jury desired it, j 
but he could not honestly, nor under his 
oath of office, prosecute suits that he knew 
to be illegal and useless. 
Supervisor Ross—“You don’t w ant to 
bring on litigation where you are satisfied 
you cannot m aintain an action—is that it?” 
Mr. Bruner—“Yes, that’s about it. I can­ 
not m aintain an action in cases w hich I 
have already reported against.” 
Mr. Boyne—“ The jury rests its claims 
upon the opinion of Judge Armstrong, 
W hile he holds as he,does, the Jury will 
insist on its demands.” 
Supervisor Tebbets (to Mr. Bruner)—“ If 
suits were brought against Johnston & Co , 
Crocker & Co., and County Coroner Clark, 
and lost by the county, would the defend­ 
ants have grounds for damages ?” 
Mr. Bruner—“ Not exactly, but they 
would have judgm ent for the costs in ­ 
curred.” 
Mr. Boyne—“ Well, what does the Dis­ 
trict Attorney say he will do in the m atter?” 
Mr. Bruner—“In the cases which I have 
reported against, and do still—as a lawyer 
and the county’s legal adviser, advise 
against—I will m ake a formal demand for 
tbe sums claimed by the Grand Jury, and 
in the other cases I am willing to push the 
suits if the Grand Jury think they have 
waited long enough. But, right here, I 
beg to differ with the jurym an who says 
they are following Judge Arm strong's ad­ 
vice in the matter. The Judge had not in ­ 
vestigated all the facts when he rendered 
his opinion twenty-four hours after the 
G rand.Jury’a report was laid before him . 
He said that if the facta were so and so 
certain results could be made to follow, 
but tbe facts are not such as he had beeu 
led to believe. H is opinion was only a 
hypothetical one, and my personal investi­ 
gation of the cases has satisfieed me that 
no grounds exist for bringing suits in some 
of tbe cases recommended by the Grand 
Jury.” 
Supervisor Bates—“W hy n o t' go ahead 
and push the suits that you consider can 
be m aintained, and then if the others re­ 
fuse to pay, cannot the Grand Jury prose­ 
cute them by special counsel, if they see fit 
to do so?” 
Mr. Bruner—“To be sure. 
B at up to 
this tim e the Graud Jury has wanted to 
give them tim e to come forward volun­ 
tarily and repay the money. If they have 
got through waiting, and want these suits 
pressed, lean start them to-morrow.” 
Supervisor Greer said he did not regard 
it as good financiering for the county to 
spend good money in a doubtful attem pt 
to regain an equal sum of bad money. If 
there is anything legally due the county 
and there is a reasonable show to recover it, 
he was willing to vote the necessary out­ 
lay, but was opposed to any foolish ex­ 
penditure of money in litigation that did 
not promise good results. 
Supervisor Tebbets said it worked a se­ 
vere hardship on persons who had ren­ 
dered the county valuable service, under 
the instructions 'of the Board of Super­ 
visors, tó prosecute them to recover the 
money paid for such services. There may 
be some law lor it, but there certainly is no 
equity, and in his opinion such prosecu­ 
tions would work a great ipjustice to inno­ 
cent patties. 
Supervisor Bates thought that possibly 
the Board had made some mistakes. For 
instance, more copies of the Great Register 
were ordered than it afterwards appeared 
were needed, and hence the printing bill of 
Johnston & Co. wa3 large. But if the 
Board, even through its own error, orders 
som ething done and pays for it, that ends 
i t ; the county can’t collect the money from 
those who receive it. 
Mr. Bruner—“ There is a long line of 
Supreme Court decisions, running back for 
thirty years, on this point. You can’t col­ 
lect a dollar paid out in that way. If the 
Supervisors have power to order work 
w orth $10, and pay out $1,000 for it, the 
county could not collect the $990 over­ 
paid.” 
Supervisor Tebbets—“Supervisors are not 
responsible for all the supposed extrava­ 
gance. Tbe last Legislature made one law 
that will double our election expenses. 
Under it no polls can be held in a saloon 
building, and the owners of all other build­ 
ings charge about two prices for their prem ­ 
ises.” 
Juror RuDvon—“You’ll have to go out­ 
side the city lim its to find polling places.” 
Mr. Bruner—“If I can possibly find new 
light in this m atter that will w arrant nte 
in pushing suits against the parties reported 
against by tbe Grand Jury. I will do so." 
Supervisor Bates (to 
juror 
Boyne)— 
Then you witodraw your dem and for the 
special counsel?” 
Mr. Boyne—“Yes, until after the 12th. 
This ended the matter, and the com m it­ 
tee withdrew.

these tailors in thei foolhardy course. T here is 
not a tailor w ho works for me to day who could 
not belong to the Union if he choose, but these

These tai ors say in th e .r 
card th a t 1 have villifled business houses in 
Sacram ento w hich have built reputations for 
them selves, not by deception, but by a th o r­ 
ough knowledge of the business In w hich they 
are engaged. I f the journeym en tailora have 
construed m y language to juaiity any such 
assertion, they are as m uch at sea as w hen they 
foolishly claim th at first-class work can only be 
turned out by Union tailors, all th e others be­ 
ing scabs, as they call them . I claim th a t the 
introduction by m e of first-class, stylish-fitting 
suits m ade to order for £25 enables m en who 
have to earn th eir living by their toil to dress 
well. Every person w ho patronizes m y house 
is the true patron o f hom e industry iu the ful­ 
lest sense ot the term . The clothes he orders 
are m ade in California by his fellow-eitizens, 
w ho live and raise th eir fam ilies in California, 
and the m oney is put in circulation am ong the 
people w here th e firm is doing business. The 
sam e cannot be said o f the fashionable, high- 
priced tailors’ stores, w hich can only be p a t­ 
ronized by the w ealthy classes, aud the natural 
result is th a t th e people of m oderate m eans 
would, in tbe absence of the firm of Joe Poheirn, 
or sim ilar tailoring establishm ents, be com ­ 
pelled to buy and w ear ready-m ade clothing, 
w here is this ready-m ade clothing m anufac­ 
tured? A sm all portion is m ade up in San 
Francisco d m the balance in the East. T h at 
portion th at is m anufactured in San Francisco 
is m ade by Chinese in Chinatow n, and I would 
like to ask these journeym en tailors of Saeia- 
m ento if, in th eir opiuion, m uch of the m oney 
received by th e Chinese is put in circulation in 
the State;? T heir contracted understanding w ill 
probably not enable them to see w hether the 
circulation of m oney conduces m uch to the 
prosperity of a State.

Will any reasonable person fail to see 
th at the tailors m ake m ore out of such a suit 
th an the;tirm ? aud the profit is so sm all th a t it 
is only the num ber of su h suits m ade that en ­ 
ables the business to be kept up and m ain­ 
tained. Can any reasonable m an see w herein 
the grievance o f w hich these ta-lors com plain 
lies? Would these taiiors have me pay $14 for 
the m aking of such a suit by Unioa m en, w ho 
w ould m ake no better job than the m an w ho 
m akes it lor $5? For fine coats of the high- 
priced suits my tailors receive as high as $14, 
w hich is about the sam e as the schedule of 
Union price’. 
Are m en who m ake such a ridic­ 
ulous fight against a firm w hich is the greatest 
benefactor to the com m unity worthv of the 
Sympathy they ask of the public, w hich they 
are endeavoring to deceive by the grossest 
fabehoods and m isrepresentations, and w hich 
they would force.it they cou'.d, into the ne­ 
cessity ot eith er payiDg a sm all fortune for a 
suit of elotli.es or else buying a suit m ade by 
Chinese or other cheap labor?
